ORDINANCE 

to mnfetid the Etcport Duties [Emergency Provisions ) Ordinance, 1949. 

WhfrkaS an emergency has arisen which makes it necessary to .emend the 
Export Duties (Emergency Provisions) Ordinance, 1949 (XXV of 1949), for 
the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 42 of tha 
Government of India Act, 1986 (20 Geo. 6, c. 2), the Governor-General is 
pleased to make and promulgate the following Ordinance; — 

1. Short title and commencement. — >(I) This Ordinance may be called 
the Export Duties (Emergency Provisions) Amendment Ordinance, 1949. 

(9) It shall come into force at once. 

2- Amendment oi section 4, Ordinance XXV of 1949. — In section 4 of the 
Export Duties (Emergency Provisions) Ordinance, 1949 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said Ordinance), for the words and figures "raw jute and jute 
manufactures specified in Items Nos. 1 and 2” the words and figures "raw 
jute, jute manufactures and raw cotton specified in Items Nos. 1, 2 and 8, 
respectively" shall be substituted, 

3. Amendment of Schedule, Ordinance XXV of 1949 — In the Schedule to 
the said Ordinance, to the existing entries, the following entry shall be added, 
namely; — 

”8. Pepper’’*
